- SELF-HELP THIS WINTER - 
What to do if you have a cough or cold 

♦ Stay at home and get plenty of rest. 

♦ Drink plenty of fluids but avoid alcohol as this can make 
symptoms feel worse. 

♦ Eat a healthy low-fat, high-fibre diet. 

♦ Try steam inhalation to loosen mucus and soothe your 
nose and throat. 

♦ Salt water gargles can also help; add two teaspoons of salt 
to a pint of warm water. Gargle, spit out and repeat. 

♦ Speak to your local pharmacist about over-the-counter 
remedies like decongestants or paracetamol or aspirin for 
pain relief. 

♦ To avoid spreading infection, cover your nose and mouth 
with a tissue when you cough or sneeze and dispose of the 
tissue quickly afterwards. 

♦ Clean hands regularly and thoroughly to avoid spreading or 
picking up any infections. 

Fever in Children 

When to seek urgent medical advice: Contact your GP 
or health visitor urgently if your child: 

♦ is under three months old and has a temperature of 38°C 
(100.4°F) or above; 

♦ is between three and six months old and has a 
temperature of 39°C (102.2°F) or above. 

You should also see your GP if your child has other signs of 
being unwell, such as persistent vomiting, refusal to feed, 
floppiness or drowsiness. 

Treating a fever: If your child has a fever, it’s important to 
keep them hydrated by giving them plenty of cool water to 
drink. Babies should be given plenty of liquids, such as breast 
milk or formula. Even if your child isn’t thirsty, try to get them 
to drink little and often to keep their fluid levels up. 

If the environment is warm, you could help to your child to 
stay at a comfortable temperature by covering them with a 
lightweight sheet or opening a window. However, they 
should still be appropriately dressed for their surroundings 
and sponging your child with cool water is no longer 
recommended to reduce a fever.

I asked Cambridgeshire County Council for an explanation 
regarding the problems experienced by us all on the 
weekend 20th October until the removal of the traffic lights, 
we all know what happens when Bar Hill has them put up! 
This is their response: 

Cambridge Water were diverting their existing main for the 
A14 Scheme. Representatives of the County Council met 
with CW before the works were planned and agreed that 
they could carry out trial holes to initially locate their main, 
with further discussions to be planned regarding the actual 
works. 

CW should have erected advance warning signs and 
informed Tesco, the business park. Local Councillors and the 
Parish and were asked to do so, but failed to do this. CCC 
were informed that the trial holes were only likely to take 
place for a couple of days and would also be at the kerb line. 
Unfortunately, the contractors completed the trial holes but 
also excavated a 40 metre trench which had not been 
agreed, taking out half of the roundabout so all traffic was 
having to navigate around the Tesco side. 

They had been requested to contact the District's 
Environmental Health to get approval to work over the 
weekend, which they complied with. CCC had asked 
Stagecoach when the least impactive time to the Bus 
Services would be and were advised that the weekend of 
21st October would be best. 

CW has carried out a lessons learned exercise that they will 
share with CCC and has acknowledged that there had been 
a number of failures including failing to comply with the 
agreements made at the meeting. They have sincerely 
apologised for this, their failure to communicate with our 
residents and stakeholders and the severe impact that the 
works had on Bar Hill businesses and residents. We did 
inform the Parish and Councillor Harford of the upcoming 
trial holes in September and this was repeated in IHMC's 
communication regarding forthcoming roadworks. 

However, we only alerted to the fact that they were 
carrying out trial holes under 3-way traffic lights, because 
that is all that had been agreed to at that stage. End 
Please visit www.barhill.org.uk for constant updates of work 
related to the A14 upgrade.

New treatment at a Doctor's surgery to tackle loneliness 
- a doctor's surgery may soon be prescribing a new type of 
treatment after it was revealed that up to 4,000 people in 
South Cambridgeshire could be suffering from loneliness. 
Under plans published today, South Cambridgeshire District 
Council is proposing a pilot project so a non-medical 
professional can be available at a doctor's surgery in the area 
to give support to people returning for regular appointments 
as they want someone to talk to. A Council task and finish 
group explored the problem earlier this year with GPs and 
medical practitioners reporting to councillors that there is a 
need to tackle the growing problem. 

The scheme would give the GPs a non-medical referral option 
so the right type of support can be given to help people who 
feel isolated to access other services and local groups where 
people get together and socialise. The national Campaign to 
End Loneliness estimates that between 1,700 and 3,840 
people over 65 years old in South Cambridgeshire are lonely. 
The new initiative will cost £17,500 per year to base a non¬ 
medical member of staff at the GP surgery. The new post 
would provide the best support for people who are isolated 
as well as help free up appointments with doctors for people 
who need medical help. 

New hotel alongside Cambridge North station - plans for 
a new hotel near Cambridge North Station were approved on 
15th November. 

The four-star hotel will include 217 bedrooms, a lobby bar 
and restaurant, gym, swimming pool and conference centre. 
There will be space allocated on the ground floor for shops. A 
20-space car park is included in the plans, along with 108 
nearby cycle parking spaces. There will be two wings to the 
hotel; a five-storey southern wing and seven-storey northern 
wing. As well as being alongside a main-line railway station, 
the new hotel will benefit from an immediate link to the 
Guided Busway, bus stops and cycle routes connecting to 
other parts of South Cambridgeshire and beyond. 

Council ensures fly-tipped waste is rapidly removed 
from beauty spot - council staff ensured a full skip's worth 
of fly-tipped waste, that was dumped in the grounds of a 
National Trust property, was quickly cleared. 

Plans for new Cambridge City FC Stadium at Sawston 
approved - councillors have thrown their weight behind 
Cambridge City FC's plans for a new stadium at Sawston, 
saying it would create fantastic new facilities for the 
community.

The Department for Transport has launched a consultation 
on accessibility issues for disabled people using public 
transport. I have been working with local and national 
groups to bring about improvements for disabled people. 
South Cambs District Council has launched a consultation 
on taxi licensing which aims to provide more stringent 
standards. The Council is proposing to introduce a policy 
requiring all hackney carriages to be wheelchair accessible 
vehicles.

Parliament returned in October and since then, my main 
campaign has focused on improving the Universal Credit 
benefit system. I raised this issue during Prime Minister's 
Questions on the 11th October and the Prime Minister 
kindly agreed to meet with me to discuss this in more 
detail. There will be a further debate in the House ahead of 
the budget and I am optimistic the Government is listening 
and will reduce the 6 week delay claimants currently 
experience before receiving their first payment.

It's the time of year when we're enjoying a tipple with 
friends, cooking up festive feasts for the family and 

entertaining loved ones. With all the fun to be had 
it is easy to be distracted when cooking in the 
kitchen. 

50% of all fires in the home start in the kitchen and 
more than half of those are as a result of distraction whilst 
cooking. 

We want to help ensure your festive cheer doesn't go up in 
smoke this Christmas by sharing tips for safe cooking over 
the festive season: 

• Never leave cooking unattended. 

• Do not cook when tired. 

• Do not cook when under the influence of alcohol, drugs or 
medication that makes you drowsy. 

• Regularly clean the grill pan and oven. Built up fat can 
easily catch fire. 

• Never leave anything cooking if you leave the house. 

• Do not leave anything flammable on or near the hob - tea 
towels, oven gloves and even washing baskets can catch 
fire. 

• Take care when using microwaves. Fires can start when 
people put food in too long. Always read the instructions 
on the packet - never guess the time needed. 

• Oven chips or temperature control deep fat fryers are 
safer than using a chip pan. If you do use a chip pan, do 
not fill it more than one third with fat and turn the heat 
down if the oil starts smoking. 

• Fire can break out in household appliances so you should 
regularly maintain dishwashers, washing machines and 
driers and never leave them on if you go out or when you 
go to bed. 

• Have a working smoke alarm on each floor of your home. 
If it keeps going off when you are cooking it is probably in 
the wrong location or you may have the wrong type of 
smoke alarm. 

• Never take the batteries out of your smoke alarm. 

If you do have a fire in the house, get out, stay out and dial 
999.

- SCAM OF THE MONTH - 
Modelling Jobs Advance Fee fraud alert 
Action Fraud has recently noticed an increase in Fraudsters 
setting up fake adverts on social media and job browsing 
websites to deceive people into believing they are recruiting 
prospective models, both children and adults. 

Once someone shows an interest, the fraudsters contact 
potential victims with false promises of a modelling career. 
Victims are then persuaded to pay upfront fees for things 
like a photo shoot, portfolio or contract. But at some stage 
the fraudster will vanish, leaving disappointed and out of 
pocket victims. 

in August alone, Action Fraud received reports giving a total 
loss of over £71,000. 

WHATEVER offer you respond to: 

• Carry out your own research before paying any type of 
advance or upfront fee. If it looks very good, it might be too 
good to be true. 

• Find out how genuine schemes work. e.g. in modelling, 
many legitimate agencies cover the cost of a portfolio. 

• Don’t give your bank account details or sensitive 
information to anyone without carrying out your own 
research on the relevant agency. 

If you have been affected by this, or any other type of fraud, 
report it to Action Fraud www.actionfraud.police.uk or 
0300123 2040. There is nothing to be ashamed about, the more 
information they have the more they can do to protect us all. 


- POLICE NOTICE - 
POLICE are urging residents to check their home security as 
the evenings draw in. With more homes empty after sunset, 
officers are concerned the number of burglaries could rise. 
However, an increase in crimes over the darker months can 
be avoided if homeowners take a few simple steps. 

In the six months from November last year to April this year 
(inclusive), 1,238 homes were burgled in the county. During 
the previous six months (May-October 2016) 1,051 homes 
were burgled, meaning offences rose by 17.8 per cent over 
the autumn/winter months. 

Police offer the following advice: 

• Install good lighting, for example exterior lights with dawn 
-to-dusk sensors and an alarm. 

• Use timer switches. These can be linked to lighting or even 
a radio giving the impression that someone is at home and 
can be switched on through mobile phone applications. 

• Close your blinds or curtains at night, preventing people 
from looking into your home. If your children are home 
first from school encourage them to close curtains and 
blinds first. 

• Keep windows and doors secure, and lock side gates, even 
if you are at home. 

• Do not leave spare keys hidden outside - a burglar will 
always look for these first. 

• Mark your valuables - with your post code and house 
number- or garden and shed equipment with a spare can 
of paint or even nail varnish. 

• Do not leave car keys near the front door or anywhere 
easy to find.

- BE WINTER READY - 
UK Power Networks is working with the other Electricity 
Distribution Networks and our trade body, Energy 
Networks Association, on a new national campaign 
called Be Winter Ready, which aims to encourage people 
to prepare in case they experience a power cut or gas 
emergency this winter. 

Background 

Since 1990, network companies have invested £80bn in 
improving the reliability of local energy networks in the UK. 
As a result, on average, electricity customers have a power 
cut just once every two years and gas distribution 
customers will have their gas supply interrupted without 
advance notice just once every 40 years. 

Whilst the UK's gas and electricity supply is very reliable, 
bad winter weather can cause damage and disruption. 
Steps you can take to 'Be Winter Ready': 

• Know your free emergency numbers: In a power cut 
dial 105 or, for a gas emergency, dial 0800111999. 

• Prepare your home: Keep a torch handy and get your 
appliances serviced by a Gas Safe registered engineer to 
prevent carbon monoxide poisoning. 

• Register as a vulnerable customer: Vulnerable 
households can get extra support by signing up to the 
Priority Services Register. Go to 
www.ukpowernetworks.co.uk/internet/en/power-cuts/ 
priority-services-during-a-power-cut/ to find out more 
about the Priority Services Register in London, the South 
and East of England or to sign up. 

• Keep your eyes open: Keep an eye on the weather 
forecast and, if you have a power cut or a gas 
emergency, check on your neighbours. 
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- JOBS & HOMES - LOCAL PLAN - 

Plans for 44,000 new jobs and 33,500 new homes in 
Cambridge and South Cambridgeshire have moved a step 
forward after Government inspectors did not raise any 
objections to the strategy of focussing growth in new towns 
and a new village. Inspectors reviewing the two Local Plans 
completed hearings in July, and South Cambridgeshire 
District Council and Cambridge City Council have now 
published correspondence with Government inspectors up 
to this point to update local people on the stage the plans 
have reached. The documents cover some of the changes the 
inspectors have suggested they believe may be needed for 
the two Plans to be agreed and signed off, and have asked 
the Councils to draft the modifications needed. A complete 
final list from the inspectors is expected in the next few 
weeks. 

Councillors have said they plan to launch a public 
consultation as soon as they have the final information from 
the inspectors and will give extra time for people to have 
their say to allow for Christmas. The Local Plans submitted to 
Government focussed growth for the Greater Cambridge 
area in a new town north of Waterbeach, a new village at 
Bourn Airfield, and an extension to Cambourne. Around 300 
homes are also proposed for Worts Causeway on the edge of 
Cambridge. The independent inspectors reviewing the plans 
to make sure they are 'sound' have not objected to this 
overall approach. The main modifications the inspectors have 
raised so far include: 

• Information about suitable land that is readily available in 
the next 5 years to meet the number of homes that need 
to be built. 

• Changing policies so affordable housing is sought on sites 
of more than 10 homes. The Government intends this to 
encourage more smaller housing developments. 

• Modest changes to site boundaries and policies at the new 
town north of Waterbeach and new village at Bourn 
Airfield. 

• Allocation of additional employment land at the 
Addenbrooke's Campus. 

The plans are in addition to the current extensions being built 
or planned for on the edge of Cambridge and at the new 
town of Northstowe. These will be carried forward into the 
new Local Plans.
